Turns Experimental Craft Into 
“Family Vehicle” to En- 
tertain Guests. 


THREE WOMEN GO UP. 


Mrs. James Ward Thorne, Mrs. 
Morris Johnston, Mrs. Charles 
Counselman Take Lake Trips. 


The flying boat budded out of its experi- 
mental and exhibition chrysalis yesterday 
and stepped into the family convenience "’ 
class in Chicago. Harold F. McCormick 
informally entertained guests on the shore of 
his Lake Forest estate with more than 
twenty flights of his new Curtiss airboat, 
Edith, and the four-passenger hydroaero- 
plane of Glenn Martin. 

All of the gests, including three women, 
“went up” in the machines driven by the 
aviators, Glenn Curtiss, Glenn Martin, and 
Charles C. Witmer. At the conclusion of the 
flying boat party Martin and his mechanician, 
Charles L. Day, flew down the lake shore and 
landed in the public aero slip at Peck court, 
off Grant park. 


McCormick Up Three Times. 

Mr. McCormick made three flights, one 
with each of theaviators. He tested out both 
machines and expressed completed satisfac- 
tion with his new vehicle. 

Aviator Witmer will remain as an instruc- 
tor with Mr. McCormick during the next two 
months. His mechanician, George Hallet, an 
expert from the Curtiss factory, who has 
demonstrated the machines on government 
tests in Europe, will remain in charge of the 
McCormick hangars and will be the aerial 
chauffeur of Edith. 

Mre. James Ward Thorne and Mrs. Morris 
Johnston made a flight five miles out from 
the shore with Glenn Martin in his machine. 
Mrs. Charles Counselman went aloft in 
Edith, with Mr. Witmer driving. All of the 
members of the party were dressed in bathing 
suits. The women donned cork coats for the 
flights, which were called the first ever taken 
in air boats by women. 


Airboats Scale Motorboats, 

While the machines were in the air with 
the guests Mr. McCormick's motor boat raced 
over the lake, ready to direct its course in any 
direction assistance might be needed. Dur- 
ing some of the flights Mr. McCormick stood 
at the wheel of the motor boat in his bathing 
suit. The air boats would come rushing 
through the water toward the motor boat. 
From the shore it would seem that a collision 
was imminent, but at the proper moment the 
air boats would leave the surface of the 
water and gracefully sail through the air 
over the motor boat, while the ocoupanis of 
each would exchange salutes. 

Among others who skimmed out across the 
water in the air boats were Frank Farwell, 
Thorne Donnelly, James Ward Thorne, and 
Morris Johnston. 


Craft Under Perfect Control. 

At no time were the airboats other than 
under the perfect control of the aviators. 
Although there was little wind the air in 
the lee of the high bluffs on the lake shore 
was puffy and full of pockets, which 
caused the aviators to remain on the surface 
until well out in the lake when the machines 
would be launched into the air.

Mutineers Are Put On Bread and 
Water to Break Spirit. 


LOCKED FIVE DAYS IN CELLS. 


Uncanny Quiet Precedés Crisis for 
Warden, “Tipped’’ for Today. 


Ossining, N. T., July 27.—[Special.]—The 
850 men undergoing punishment at Sing Sing 
prison got not a half hour’s freedom all day 
today and their rations, which have been 
steadily lessening, came down to the cooler“ 
diet—bread and water. 

A gill of water and six slices of bread, 
representing three meals a day, is the fare 
for them after being locked up from four 
to five days straight. It is figured that when 
they are finally released the spirit of revolt 
will be all gone out of them. 

In view of the tips that tomorrow is to be 
a day of reckoning for the warden, keepers, 
and guards, Warden Clancy may not see 
fit to release these men in the morning as 
has been his intention. The cell block was 
uncannily quiet all day today. An occasional 
yell and desultory singing were all that the 
people on the bluff facing the prison heard. 


Kept from Chapel, 

The 850 rebels weren’t even allowed to go to 
chapel, which is almost unprecedented and 
aroused among them more anger than any 
single other phase of their punishment. All 
the other prisoners were let go to the shops 
after breakfast to sit around as usual until 
chapel. After chapel they were locked up for 
the rest of the morning and all the Afternvon, 
but this is the regular way of spending Sun- 
day at Sing Sing. 

The absence of the 350 made noteworthy 
holes in the attendance at chapel. The Rev. 
Burton H. Lee, pastor of St. Paul's church, 
Ossining, who usually preaches to 250 mea, 
had an audience of only 150. Father Wm. E. 
Cashin, the Catholic chaplain, addressed 
about 400 instead of 600. ' 


Chaplains Admonish Men. 

Both clergymen made the point that the 
prison rebels were making a mistake and that 
the revolt could accomplish nothing worth 
while. The message was carried back to the 
cell block by the good prisoners. It was 
not well received. 

Don't hand us that line of talk,” yelled 
one man who had spent 120 hours on end in 
his cell. Maybe it ain't doing much good, 
but it’s just all we can do to help ourselves. 
Maybe those guys expect me to stay in this 
hole on bread and water until I have to be 


hauled to the hospital and then be sorry. 
Not much.“ 


„What's the Use?” Saye One. 

“ Aw, what's the use,” roared some one in 
a gallery below. The other half don't give 
a blank what becomes of us.

About the only glimmer of a smile all day 
came at chapel when the choir of six—usually 
it’s tweive—led the singing in voices that re- 
sembled a loud whisper.

URGES TRADE SCHOOLS. 


Vice President Talks to 20,000 
at Moose Services at Moose- 
heart, Illinois. 


Aurora, III., July 27.—[Special.i—Vice 
President Thomas Marshall today addressed 
20,000 persons at the laying of the corner- 
stone for the $5,000,000 industrial school and 
home for orphans and the aged, at Moose- 
heart, Ill. The institution is being erected 
by the Loyal Order of the Moose. 

Too many persons who see the sign P. C. 
in the heavens think it means ‘Preach 
Christ,’ when it means ‘Plow Corn.“ said 
Mr. Marshall. “A vast army of persons, 
whose labors would make for the industrial 
advancement of the nation, have conceived 
themselves fitted for fancied nobler pursuits, 
and thus the progress they would have made 
in the work they are fitted for is lost. 

My purpose is to focus attention upon 
some of the faults in our educational sys- 
tem. Wholly inexcusable is that system 
which teaches a man to be ashamed of his 
life work, which convinces a boy that it is 
better to live by his wits than his muscles, 
which turns a natural born chicken thief into 
an educated forger. 


Calls Graduates Malcontents. 

“ Thoughtless men believe that the public 
mind is being agitated by flannel mouthed 
anarchists, who wave their red flag, curse 
God and man, and tear down law and or- 
der. This is not the real discontent in Amer- 
ica. Our real discontent is being produced 
by the thousands of men and women turned 
out by our high schools and colleges and 
thrust by our modern system of education 
into a modern warfare with no weapons save 
those of the ancient Crusaders. 

“These educated men and women have 
been passing miserable existences in callings 
which God did not intend they should follbw. 
Their discontent has been iacreased by the 
sight of low browed inferiors, scarcely able 


to read or write, gathering unto themselves 
54 


all the good things of life. 

“The one sure foundation for a republic 
is contentment. 
they are content; man is content when he 
knows how to do the thing he was intended to 
do. Education has for its objects the safety 


«| of the republic and the contentment of its 


citizens. Permanent peace will come when 
man, unaided and unhindered by the law, is 
given the right and the desire to follow his 
divine destiny. For the great majority, vo- 
cational training ils necessary. 


Misconceptions of Socialism, 

“Uninformed men, like unbroken horses, 
shy at things they do not understand. To 
many Americans the word socialism suggests 
They do not know that there are 
many phases of socialism, they are unaware 
that many doctrines advocated by some 
branch of the socialists are being put into 
operation year by year by the different states 
in the union. 

“The socialism which manifests itself in 
works or love and helpfulness, such as the 
Loyal Order of Moose is doing here, can abide 
within a representative democracy. Right 
minded men who read the life of the Man of 
Galilee agree that his teaching was sociefis- 
tic, but the socialism of the Nazarene was 
one of spirit, not of society nor of govern- 
ment. When it comes it will come on the 
Wings of love, not in the chariots of hate. 


Real and Pretended Wrongs. 

“Too many think they are advocating the 
rights of man when they are merely adver- 
tising their real or pretended wrongs. The 
conquests of politica are often waged, not 
for equity but for supremacy.

Every Alderman Is Reported 
Primed for Demands if Ordi- 
nance Is Called Up. 


At least four debates are expected to mark 


the meeting of the city council tonight. Some 
of them will bring long speeches and some 
heat. Another late session is regarded as 
certain. Another delegation of women vot- 


ers is expected to watch the aldermen.

An appropriation of $600,000 for munici- 
pal reduction of garbage. > 
The ordinance authorizing the purchase 
an outer harbor site. 
Recommendations for and against the 
discharge of Maxwell street market mas- 
ter. 
The street renaming ordinance, elimi- 
mating duplicate names. 


Vacation a Side Issue. 

Special interest is attached to the treatment 
of the first of these, as upon the council's 
action depends whether there wil! be an ud- 
ditional council! meeting before adjournment 
for the summer vacation. 

As the appropriation is a committee re 
port the objections of two aldermen to im- 
mediate consideration will compel the post- 
ponement of action until the next meeting. 
If these objections are registered another 
meeting probably will be set for one of the 
next three days. The fund is for the pur- 
pose of purchasing the plant of the Chicago 
Reduction company and operating it from 
Sept. 1 to the end of the year. 

The path of the ordinance authorizing the 
purchase of a strip of lake shore land 100 
feet deep between Indiana and Illinois etreets 
probably will not be so smooth as has been 
expected. The Citizens’ association entered 
the argument yesterday with a letter to each 
member of the council. This advocated that 
the price of the land—$800,000—be placed in 
escrow until a legal decision can be obtained 
as to the title to the land. This is the amount 
asked for the property by the Chicago Dock 
and Canal company. 


Based on Sexton’s Opinion. 

The association's argument against the 
now proposed deal was based on an opinion 
given by Corporation Counsel Sexton under 
date of July 1, 1912. He held that the lawfu’ 
title to the land, originally in the state, was 
placed within reach of the city by the legis- 
lature. — 

Reference was also made to an opinion of 
former Corporation Counsel Brundage that 
the tithe to lands formed by accretions at 
the end of Indiana and lilincis streets was 
not in the Dock and Canal company. The 
Chiperfield commission also was quoted for 
its final conclusion that the company 
“has no ta wful title to the lands in contro- 
Versy.”’ 8

Chairman W. J. Healy of the streets and al- 
leys committee will be a target for almost 
sixty-nine other aldermen if he calls up for 
passage the amendments to the street re- 
naming ordinance, including the substitution 
of about 130 historical names urged by com- 
mittees of the City club and the Association 
of Commerce, instead of the names selected 
by John D. Riley, superintendent of maps. 
It is said neafly every member of the council 
has another name or two he wants changed 
in his ward, and a bombardment cf amend- 
ments of this sort is looked for. 


Debate Over Peddlers’ Cries. 

Still another debate may be recorded (tf 
there is an attempt to substitute for the re- 
port of the judiciary committee on the sub- 
ject of peddlers calling their wares a redraft 
of the ordinance declared invalid at the last 
meeting.

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‘BALKANS IGNORE PEACE PLAN 


Fighting Continues Although 
Conference Is Due This Week. 


GREEKS REFUSE A TRUCE, 


Bulgars Meet Decisive Defeat; Tyr- 
key’s Course Divides Powers. 


— — 


LONDON, July NF. -The Balkan peace 
conference is expected to open at Bucharest 
next Wednesday, but meantime serious 
fighting continues. 

The Greeks refused Bulgaria's request for 
even a three days’ truce and, after heavy 
fighting, have got through Kresna pass, in- 
fiicting a defeat on the Bulgarians at Sime 
kle, capturing three siege guns and driving 
the Bulgarians back on Djuma. 

The Greeks claim they annihilated the 
whole left of the Bulgarian army and that 


‘they have forced the Bulgarians back along 


the Struma valley, clear up to Djuma on the 
Bulgarian frontier. Unless peace speedily 
ie negotiated, another Freat battle is likely 
to take place at Struma. 


Wounded Stream Into Belgrade. 


No news was received today of fighting on 
the Servian frontier, bat the large numbers 


of wound€d men arriving in Belgrade indicate 


that severe actions are taking place. 

The concert of the powers seems as powér- 
less as before to adopt any united action 
against Turkey. The porte, however, has 
disavowed the action of its troops in pene- 
trating Old Bulgaria, and no further ad- 
vance of Turkish troops has been reported, 


Both Armies Commit Outrages. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 26.—[ Delayed. } 
—Trustworthy reports of appalling massacres 
and devastation by Turkish irregular troops 
come from districts in Thrace which the 

urks are reoecupying. The country about 

gara, northeast of Gallipoli, according 
to reports, have been desolated. 

The Bulgarians pillaged and burned the 
Moslem villages and massacred their Inhabi- 
tants, amd now the Turke ere wreaking 
yengeance on the Christian villages which 
the Bulgarians spared. 

The Turkish troops who first advanced be- 
haved comparatively well, committing only a 
few murders. The irregular Turkish troops 
and Kurdish regulars who followed, how- 
ever, worked their will on the Christians of 
Malgara and eighteen villages in the neigh- 
borhood.

Shanghai Authorities Break 
Up Military Depot’ Near 
Foreign Settlement. 


RIVER FORTS CAPTURED. | 


State Offleials Approve Refusal 
of Admiral Nicholson to 
Tand Marines. 


SHANGHAI, July 27.—In accordance with 
a proclamation issued Saturday, the munici- 
pal police, reinforced by u strong body of 
Shanghai volunteers, went today to the rebel 
headquarters at Chapel, immediately north 
of the foreign settlement boundary, where 
they disarmed 800 soldiers and twelve offi- 
cers and took six three inch guns. There 
‘was ho actual resistance on the part of the 
rebels, but for a brief period there appeared 
to be the prospect of a conflict. The rebels, 
however, were overawed by the firm attitude 
of the municipal police. 

All was quiet here this afternoon. Detach- 
ments of American, British, Japanese, 
French, and Italian bluejackets are patrol- 
ling the settlement and the Chapel bounda- 
ries. 

Rebels Lose Important Forts. 

PEKING, July 27.—The capture of the 
Hu-Kow forts by a joint land and naval at- 
tack Friday night is regarded as the most 
important news which reached Peking to- 
day. In the capture of the forts the rebels 
lost their hold on the Yang-Tse river in 
Kiang-Si province, and the river now is 
clear for the northerners to Nan-King, 
where the forts held by the rebels prevent 
the fleet passing. 

The southern troops on the Tien-Tsin- 
Pukow line are retiring southward from Hui- 
Ho, evidently fearing that Gen. Heu at the 
juneture of the Grand canal and the Yank- 
Tse will participate with the northern forces 
and cut their c ications. Hsu's com- 
mand has been regarded as an outlaw band, 
but beth sides are now willing te accept his 

assistance. 


Want No Marines Landed. 

Washington, D. C., July 27.~Officials here 
approve the course of Rear Admiral Nichol- 
son, commander of the Asiatic fleet, who re- 
fused to send a guard of marines to Kuling, 
the central China summer resort, where 
Americans had become apprehensive because 
of the disorders in the Chinese republic. 

The request fer marines was made by 
Charge d'Affaires Williams of the American 
legation at Peking. 

In transmitting the request to Admiral 
Nicholson, Acti g Secretary Roosevelt au- 
thorized the commander of the American 
squadron to use his discretion in the matter.

MILITARY ZONE NEEDED. 


The Cocos islands, which belong to Costa

Islands Good for Base. 

The Galapagos islands, which belong to 
Ecuador, are excellertly situated with re- 
spect to the canal and the South American 
and Asiatic trade routes leading to it. The 
trade winds make it possible to lay down coal 
more cheaply in these islands than in Pan- 
ma.

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nation of any other route over which a rival 
canal could be built. 


Seacoast Fortifications First. 

To protect the canal itself there must be 
first sea coast fortifications to keep bostlle 
fleets from attacking it from the sea. As 
these fortifiéations cannot keep an enemy 
from going out of reach of their guns and 
landing a force at some such place as Puerto 
Bello, for instance, there must be sufficient 
infantry, cavalry, and field artillery on the 
isthmus to defeat any force which can be 
landed to capture the canal. 

One of the greatest dangers is that some 
small expedition of, say, fifty or a hundred 
men, having been landed secretly at aight 
gome distance from the canal, will approach 
quietly through the jungle, and then, de- 
scending quickly and unexpectedly on one of 
the locks, will in a short time, with high ex- 
plosives, destroy enough of the machinery to 
render the canal useless for six montis or a 
year. 

To prevent this there must be the rroper 
military guard at all the weak points of the 
canal and on all possible trails approaching 
it. So that the best use may be made of the 
troops on the isthmus, military roads must be 
constructed throughout the canal zone to the 
‘field fortifications, which must bo buiit on 
every rc ssible line of approach by ian’. 


Danger in Settlements. 

To prevent knowledge being gained of the 
defenses of the zone, to prevent the possi- 
bility of enemies bent on damage within the 
limits of the zone, there must be no settle- 
ments, no towns, within the limit of the zone. 
It must be a military zone, under military 
government, inhabited only by the employés 
necessary for the operation of the canal and 
the soldiers necessary for its defense. 

All military history points to the necessity 
for this course being followed. All that is 
asked of the American people is that for the 
sake of the proper protection of a canal which 
means so much to the whole nation they 
voluntarily give up the privilege of settling a 
piece of tropical country roughly fifty miles 
long and ten miles wide. 

When it comes to the prevention of possible 
enemies from occupying and preparing bases 
from which they could attack the canal or 
prevent the use of routes leading to it the 
question is a more difficult one. 


Foreign Policies Problem. 
Immediately we are brought in contact with 
the foreign policies of other nations and the 
relationship existing between them. Cuba 
being virtually under our protection as re- 


duced a resolution proposing the purchas of 
these islands. The idea was that the United 
States should purchase the islands for $8,000. - 
000, the money to be used in the sanitation 
of Guayqull, Ecuador, the worst plague spot 
on the face of the earth. The negotiations 
fell through this time through no fault of the 
United States. Not only were Ecuador.2zn 
interests hostile to the United States opposed 
to a sale or lease, but also Germany, Japan, 
and Chile. 

A German syndicate, backed by the im- 
perial German government, had been very 
busy trying to obtain concessions in these 
Islands In 1908 Japan made overtures to 
Ecuador for the purchase of these isia‘ids 
as a coaling station. 


Chile Already Enemy. 

Outwardly the most trouble was raised by 
Chile. Chile, because of her predominant 
military and naval strength, has ruled the 
west coast of South America. Her word has 
been law. 

The opening of the Panama canal injects 
the United States into this region and, con- 
Sequently, threatens the dominance of 
Chile. Hence the Chilean policy has been to 
as far as possible unite the South American 
states in opposition to:the United States. To 
do this she has raised the cry that the United 
States wifl use the canal to export and levy 
tribute from South America. She has main- 
tained that the acquisition of the Galapagos 
islands by the United States would be but 
the first step in the absorption by them of 
South American territory. 

This hostility to the United States for one 
reason or another is of the utmost impor- 
tance, as it lends itself readily to the schemes 
of our possible European or Asiatic enemies. 
The defeat by Japan of our attempt to lease 
Magdalena Bay, Mexico, is a good example 
of it. Our recent failures to acquire the 
Danish West Indies and the Galapagos isl- 
ands are other examples. 


Panama Not Only Route. 

There are two other possible canal routes 
to connect the Atlantic and Pacific. One 
is the Nicaraguan route; the other is the 
Atrato river route in Colombia. Zelaya of 
Nicaragua was bitterly disappointed when 
the Panama canal route was decided upon. 
He had expected to profit largely personally 
by the construction of the Nicaraguan canal. 

He became and remained a bitter enemy 
of the United States. He turned to Japan 
for assistance. 

In 1908 negotiations were under way by 
which Japan was to purchase the Nica- 
raguan route for $8,000,000. The same treaty 
which allows us to use Fonseca Gulf as a 
naval base gives us a permanent option on 
the Nicaraguan canal route. For these rights 
we are to pay $3,000,000 to Nicaragua. This 
treaty lacks only confirmation by the senate. 

At the same time that Japan considered 
the Nicaraguan route, she also considered 
the Atrato route. When Colombia's hostil- 


gards her foreign relations, we can easily 
prevent the occupation of any base in her 
territory. In Jamaica the British have a base 
nearer the canal than any of ours and on the 
main route leading to it. 

The islands of Santo Domingo, Porto Rico. 
and the Danish West Indies are all important 
because containing harbors or ports which 
can be used as bases and because all on and 
therefore controlling trade routes leading to 
the canal. Porto Rico being ours, there is no 
question here. With the other two it is dif- 
ferent. Mole Sairt Nicholas, Hayti, has at- 
tracted attention since Columbus landed 
there in 1492.. The French in 1764 and again 
in 1846 wished to establish a base there, but 
both times was frustrated by the English. 
During our civil war the Spanish tried to seize 
the whole island. 

At the present time the Germans are trying 
to gain control. In 1906 a concession was 
granted by the Haytian government. The 
Germans are supposed to be back of it. Gen. 
Grant when president appreciated the value 
of Mole Saint Nicholas and called the atten- 
tion of Congress to efforts then being made 
by a European power to purchase it. 


Gen. Grant Saw Danger. 

Gen. Grant also was anxious to bring about 
the annexation of Santo Domingo, particu- 
larly so as to secure Samana bay for the 
United States as a base. The president of 
Santo Domingo, his cabinet, and the people 
were all in favor of annexation. In 1869 the 
treaty was signed by the Dominican govern- 
ment. It failed. however, to get the necessary 
two-thirds vote in the senate. Previously a 
movement had been started in the house of 
representatives to bring about annexation 
by joint resolution. The resolution was not 
acted upon; however, prior to the adjourn- 
ment of congress in 1870. 

In his third annual méssage President An- 
drew Johnson called the attention of con- 
gress to the fact that a treaty for the cession 
of the Danish West Indies had been conclud- 
ed with Denmark. Nothing came of it, how- 
ever, congress as in the case of Santo Do- 
mingo refusing or being unable to look into 
the future.

Own Bases; Prevent Disputes. 

The advantage in acquiring all possible 
bases and routes is that their acquisition by 
us once and for all removes the chance of 
any dispute arising as to the result of their 
attempted. acquisition and use by other 
powers. 

If we do not have them, other powers are 
sure to attempt to gain them. Then we will 
have our choice of perhaps having to resort 
to force to prevent it or else allow a possible 
enemy to finally establish herself where she 
can do us incalculable damage in war 
time.

Entire Republican Poll List 
Called in Certain Districts of 
the First Ward. 


MISS DEVICE BALLOTS. 


Where 15 or 18 Were Cast Re- 
turns Show Only 2 or 3, 
Says Prosecutor Northup. 


The Republican voters of entire precincts 
in the First ward are to be haled before the 
grand jury this week by Special State's At- 
torney Northup. This radical action has 
been determined upon because of apparently 
gross inaccuracies in the returns. 

The weak spot in the irregularities is again 
the voting machines. The special state's at- 
torney has been given information that in 
many precincts where there were fifteen to 
eighteen Republican voters who cast their 
ballots on the machines for Republican can- 
didates, but two or three Republican votes 
are shown on the voting machine record. 
Mr. Northup wants to know what became of 
the balance unaccounted for. 


Comparisons Are Planned. 

The Republican voters in several precincts 
will be required to tell how they voted on 
machines, and their tales will be compared 
with the returns of the precinct election offi- 
cérs. 

From the information already given Mr. 
Northup it is believed the result will justify 
similar interrogation in other wards and 
possibly among other parties. It will also 
put the responsibility definitely on the elec- 
tion officers, or the machines, and, in the 
latter case, it will mean the machines were 
inaccurate or that they were tampered with. 

The vote fraud grand jury will reconvene 
tomorrow, when the first of the new cases 
will likely be presented. 


Machine Inquiry to Resume. 

The legislative voting machine inquiry 
will reconvene tomorrow with Election Com- 
missioner Howard S. Taylor still on the 
stand. It is probable his testimony will be 
completed before the day's adjournment, 
and that President Charles H. Kellerman of 
the election board will have his examination 
started. 

The three experts who have dissected the 
machines are to follow Kellerman. They 
are Profs. C. E. Dupuy of Lewis institute, 
G. A. Leutwiler of the University of Illinois 
and G. O. Olson. W. H. Stuart and Charles 
H. Mitchell, clerk and attorney for the elec- 
tion commissioners, will follow. 

Charles S. Deneen, attorney for the legis- 
lative commission, was reported out of the 
city yesterday.

DIVES TO DEATH IN RIVER 
AT ST. LOUIS WATER FETE. 


Professional Performer Makes Fatal 
Plunge of 100 Feet Before Thousands 
to Win $75 Wager. 


St. Louis, Mo., July 27.—Within the view 
of thousands of spectators, Oscar E. Stuber, 
a professional diver, leaped from the center 
span of the unfinished free bridge into the 
Mississippi river and was drowned today. 
His body never reappeared after the 100 foot 
plunge. 

On the shore were the boats of the St. Louls 
Rowing club and the Missouri naval reserves 
steamer The Luzon, all filled with crowds who 
had come to witness a five mile swim to which 
the high dive was a curtain raiser.

$75 wager. Head first he dived, turned a 
somersault in the air and struck the water 
with the full length of his body.

Evanston’s mayor, J, R. Smart, presented 
the tablet for dedication.
